A mauve color with darker tipped leaves, very 
beautiful, slightly hairy on leaf edge. 


Green velvety leaves,. tips slightly colored 
purplish-red. Grows to 2". 


Very silvery green in some soils, large roset- 
tes, base of leaf is pink. 


Bluish-green rosettes with broad brown sec- 
tion at the tip, very choice variety- grows to 4" 


Very beautiful, deep red, base of outer leaves 
a bright red, tips of outer leaves green, inner 
base of leaves green. Grows to 4". 


Center red, outer parts of leaves are green, 
very colorful, grows to 6".

A hybrid, similar to Powelii coloring, green 
with deepred at base, red continuing out to the 
tip of leaves early in the spring, later green 
crowds the red back. 


Bluish-green, broad purplish tip, does not 
have offsets. Multiplies by division. Grows to 
Sel fae 


Deep purplish-redcenter, leaves edged in white 
hairs with the outer leaves witha slight tinge 
of ambergreen. 


Small green rosettes, very cob-webby, offsets 
hug mother plant, 15 to 20 offsets. 


Webby variety, very webby centers, preen; 
broadly tipped in medium brownish red. Off- 
sets on long stems. 


1'' rosettes, very cob-webby, offsets hugging 
mother plant, producing about 20 offsets, look 
like little jewels. 


Green cob-webby rosettes 
Webby variety. 


Very small webby, 1/2" green rosettes with 
reddish outer leaves. 


Tiny deep green rosette, tipped with red.
